The follow- 
ing is a copy of His Honor's com- 
munication to the superintendent of 
police:

Dear Sir: 
I submit herewith my finding in the 
case of Patrolman Arthur W. Drewett, 
charged with assault and battery upon 
Kosimos Anastos and Vasilios 
Geor- 
goulis, in a pool room at 429 Market 
street, on the nignt of Sept. 28, 1917. 


FINDING 


From.the evidence submitted. I find 
that on the night in question while 
Patrolman Drewett was sending in a 
duty call at a box in Market street, 
his attentionr was attracted by loud 
talk and noise that indicated a dis- 
turbance or fight, emanating- from the 
premises at . 429. Market street. 
He 
hastened to the scene of the supposed 
disturbance and' upon entering- found 
assembled some,ten men,, more or less 
excited, some of whom were gathered 
around the two complainants who were 
facing- each other, employing loud .lan- 
guage and in pugnacious attitudes. Hav- 
ing HO knowledge of what might pre- 
viously have taken place, but sizing up 
the situation at a glance and assum- 
ing that a fight was on, he rushed be- 
tween the two young men responsible 
for 
the disturbance and in pushing- 
them away from each other used such 
force as to knock each of them down. 
Both complainants 
and 
defendant 
agree that there was loud and fight- 
provoking talk, while both complain- 
ants and the defendant agree that no 
ill-will existed between them prior to 
that time. 
It would appear, therefore, that the 


officer having heard the uproar, lost 
no time in getting to the scene and 
with no knowledge of what had pre-' 
viously occurred within the pool room, 
assumed that a fight had started or 
was about to start and proceeded to 
quell It, using such force as is usu- 
ally required in such cases, without 
stopping to inveytigute before 
pro- 
ceeding to act, considering- himself in 
the full and proper performance of his 
duf.y. 
It way, subsequently learned that the 


trouble was not of such a nature as 
to have required force to stop it, but 
at the time of its occurrence, the offi- 
cer, hearing- the ta.lk and finding sev- 
eral excited men gathered around two 
who were in a belligerent attitude and 
having no previous knowledge of its 
real nature, i-evforined njs duty as he 
saw it. 
I am satisfied that Patrolman Drew- 
ett UHed unnecessary force on this oc- 
casion, but the circumstances were 
such that T cannot find sufficient'cause 
to inflict punishment upon him.

Italians Again in Retreat—Line 


of Tagliamento Won by 


Austro-Germans 


Gen. 
Cadorna's Armies Forced Back 


by Power of AustroGerman Thrust 
—Italians Withdraw Along Entire 
Front—British Drive in Flanders 


General Cadorna's armies in north- 


ern Italy are again in retreat, forced 
back by the power of tho Austro- 
German thrust. 


The line of the Tagliamento where 


the 
Italians 
have 
been 
making a 
stand after their retreat from the 
Isonzo has been won by the invaders 
and Italians have evacuated, Berlin 
reports. 
Virtually 
all 
of eastern 
Yenetia, 


also, it would appear from the official 
statements, is being left to Austro- 
German occupation. Rome announced 
this morning that an evacuation of 


the mountainous district north of the 
Italian plains was in progress 
for 


the establishment of a new line. This 
was soon followed by Berlin's state- 
ment that the Italians were retreat- 
ing all along the front from Col- 
bricon, north of the Sugana valley, 
to the Fella valley. 


Withdrawal Along Entire Front 


These momentous moves mean an 
Italian withdrawal along the entire 
front as far west as the edge of the 
Trentino district. 
Colbrieon is near 


the Austrian border about 40 miles 


northeast of Trent, while the Fella 
Valley lies almost in a direct line 
north from Udine. 
The whole Italian line, apparently, 


is being drawn back in the direction 
of the Piave, which runs approxi- 
mately 25 miles west of the Taglia- 
mento and cuts in a reasonably 
straight course northwesterly 
across 


the neck of Italian territory, some 17 
miles east of Venice, on the Adriatic, 
to the Austrian border. 
This would give a line little more 


than Sixty miles in length as corn-

Herr Erzberger then told how Count 
von Hertling reserved his decision ,to' 
accept the chancellorship until he had 
conferred with the party leaders 
On, 
the advice of the latter the emperor's 
plan for separating the chancellorship; 
and the presidency of the Prussian 
ministry, he said, had been dropped. 
Foreign Minister von Kuehlmann also 
had participated in the conferences* 
Herr Erzberger declared, urging the 
need 
of 
instituting, a parliamentary 
procedure because it was the only so- 
lution of the crisis and because of tho; 
unfavorable impression that would be 
made abroad if the movement failed 
to succeed. 
Dr. von Kuehlmann is desirous that 
the outside world should know that a» 
new political ara has set in in Ger- 
many — that his intercession was not in

Ere»a.)—An appalling story of ' cold- 
blooded massacres by Germans of crews 
of British North sea convoys in a re- 
cent battle is told by the Norwegian 
newspapers. 


The Tidenstegn said 
tha 
German 
cruisers were observed at C o'clock in 
the morning and were thought to be 
British vessels, but at 7 o'clock, when 
there was more light, they suddenly 
began shooting, and the convoy was 
terrified to see the British destroyer 
at the stern of the convoy begin to 
sink, although it fought to the end. 
The German cruisers, after signalling 
the vessels to stop, advanced on each 
clde of the convoy, which they swept 
with all their guns at a range of less 
Lhan 200 yards. 
The German destroyers came up and 
helped to spread death and destruc- 
tion on the defenceless ships, shells 
falling- thick and fast. 
The Germans 
were not content to sink the ships, but 
shelled the lifeboats, and every llvme: 
thine coming their way was merci- 
lessly slaughtered. The survivors owed 
their lives to the high sea which was 
running, making the boats a dimcult 
mark. 
In the midst of the massacre 
an- 
other British destroyer came up and 
immediately attacked but was soon 
sunk in the unequal struggle. 
The 
German flotilla then rruised backward 
and forward among the sinking ste- 
ers pouring a fresh and terrible ram 
of shells at 100 yards. One shell went 
through the. Swedish ship Wirdar, ex- 
ploding in a. lifeboat on the other side. 

14 men 
and three women. 
The other lifeboat rowed back to 
rescue the captain and two waitresses 
from the wreck.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—John Skel- 


ton Williams, controller of currency, 
in a formal statement yesterday, de 
Glared the present railroad rates are 
insufficient to maintain the credit of 
the roads, and predicted that the in- 
terstate commerce commission would 
grant the revision now being asked by 
the roads. 


Basing his statement on the fact 
that national banks hold great quan- 
tities of railway securities which have 
been steadily depreciating the comp- 
troller said: 
'"When the railroads shall have laid 
frankly before the

the 
facts and figures which will show so 
conclusively the extent to which the 
rates in-force are insufficient to main- 
tain the credit of the roads and en- 
able them to perform efficiently their 
public functions under the

unusual and extraordinary conditions, 
wo have no right to doubt that tho 
decision which the commission will 
reach will be one which its superior 
knowledge and painstaking study of 
the whole situation will in every way 
Justify, and that the relief will be 
promptly accorded. 
"If a way cannot bo found now to 
reduce promptly the prices .of 
ma- 
terials and the cost of labor to a 
normal basis, and this for the ]?res- 
ent is hopeless, it seems clear on the 
facts before us that a revision and 
modification of the fabric of rates to 
meet these new conditions has be- 
come imperative. 
"If the relief which is manifestly 


r»nuired at this time is granted. I be- 
lieve that confidence In our railroad 
securities wil be revived and a basis 
established for new financing and for 
proceeding with the development and 
construction work which is no*\

really needed.

Until a child is old enough to use a 


toothbrush himself, the mother should 
wash his teeth every day. 


As early as possible, however, the 


child should learn to care for his own 
;eeth. Children should be taught that 
it is of special importance to wash 
the teeth and mouth after eating nuts, 
or any sweet, sticky, or pasty food. 
The teeth should be carefully cleaned 
at bedtime, since the fermentation of 
:ood particles left in the mouth, which 
leads to the decay of the teeth proceeds 
more rapidly at night, when the mouth 
still. 
The child should be taught to brush 
the teeth from the gum downward or 
upward toward the 
cutting 
edge. 
When the teeth are brushed crosswise, 
the tendency is to brush whatever is 
on them into the cracks and crevices of 
the gums. 
The inner surface of the teeth should 
be brushed up and down and the grind- 
ing surfaces should be scrubbed in ail 
directions. After the scrubbing is fin- 
shed the mouth should be thoroughly 
rinsed with warm water. 
Some hard food like a stalk of cel- 
ery or a part of a ripe juicy apple eat- 
en at the end of a meal scours the 
surface of the teeth and leaves a fresh, 
clean taste in the mouth. 
Children should be taken regularly 
to a good dentist once or twice a 
year after the first set of tee.th 
is

Press.)—A" appalling Btory of cold- 
blooded massacres by Germans ot crews 
of British North sea convoys In a, re- 
cent battle is told by the Norwegian 
newspapers. 


The Tldenstesn said 
the 
German 
cruisers were observed at 6 o'clock in 
the morning and were thought to be 
British vessels, but at 7 o'clock, when 
there was more light, they suddenly 
began shooting, and the convoy was 
terrified to see the British destroyer 
at tho stern of the convoy begin to 
sink, although it fought to the end. 
The German -cruisers, after signalling 
the vessels to stop, advanced on each 
side ot the convoy, which they swept 
with all their guns at a range of less 
than 200 yards. 
The German destroyers came up and 
helped to spread death and destruc- 
tion on the defenceless .ships, sheila 
falling thick and fast. 
The Germans 
were not content to sink the ships, but 
shelled the lifeboats, and every living 
thing coming their way was merci- 
lessly slaughtered. The survivors owed 
their lives to the high sea which was 
running, making the boats a difficult 
mark. 
In the midst of the massacre an- 
other British destroyer rarne up and 
Immediately attacked but was soon 
sunk in the. unequal struggle. 
The 
German flotilla then cruised backward 
and forward among the sinking-ste- 
ers pouring a fresh and terrible rain 
of shells at 100 yards. 
One shell went 
through the Swedish ship Wirdar, ex- 
nloding in a lifeboat on the other side, 
and killing all its occupants. I t men 
and three women. 
The other lifeboat rowed back to 
rescue the captain and two -waitresses 
from the wreck. 
A shell struck the 
boat and killed five of her occupants, 
only the mate escaping by swimming. 
The Wlrdnr was a mass of flames and 
the two girls jumped into the sea. The

"It was frightful, heartrending-, as 
these masses of human 
beings 
were 
driven to destruction. Above the terri- 
ile thunder of the cannon could bo 
hearci the heartrending cry of the Rus- 
sians, "Oh. Prussians! Oh, Prussians! 
but there was no mercy. 
Our captain 
had ordered, 'The ivhole lot must die; 
so rapid fire.' 
"As 1 have heard, five men and one 


officer on our side went mad from those 
heartrending cries. 
But most of my 
comrades and the officers joked as the

shrieked for mercy while they were be- 
ing suffocated in the swarnps and shot 
down.

"in the hope that you, as the repre- 
sentative of a Christian state, will pro- 
test against this, I sign myself,

statements were received in London. 
Whoever read 
the whole 
interview 


can draw but one conclusion from It. 
Russia was doing, is doing, and still 
will do 'her utmost in carrying on her 
share of the common cause against 
the enemy, having 
devoted 
all her 
might from the very first days of the 
war when England only began her 
vast preparations and America was 
still neutral. 


"Russia, 
which always was much 
poorer, economically, than her mighty 
allies, now naturally feels the pinch 
of war more than England and Amer- 
ica, and therefore is justified in the 
contention that her allies now should 
•houlder the heavier burden." 


"The minister president in this in- 


terview pointed out that not every 
one of the allied countries appreciates 
fairly the great part Russia has play- 
ed and still is playing in the war, and 
that some were inclined to attack her 
bitterly because of the great difficul- 
ties with which 
she is 
confronted 


now.

"Against the wal lot the Washington 
jail at S o'clock last night there rang 
the notes of the woman's Marseillaise. 
Miss Vida Milholland of New York city 
stood on a high wall, outlined against 
the night sky, a. block away from the 
jail, and her young", clear voice car- 
ried Ihe thrilling song so that the 
prisoners were roused from the half 
lethargy in which they pace their nar- 
row cells. 
Here and there one not 
yet locked in for the night came and 
pressed her face against the barred 
windows. 
"Alice Paul and the other six pick- 
ets, in for seven 'months, and held in 
solitary confinement, could not reach 
the windows; but after the song was 
ended the suffragists with Miss Mil- 
holland could faintly hear their an- 
swering cheers form the jail." 
At 8 o'clock it developed that there 
was no very convenient wall for the 
serenaders, so they called at the jail 
and asked permission .to sing: In the 
corridors. 
Jailer Kinkham informed 
them that he.arranged entertainments 
beforehand, and it was too late to dis- 
turb the .prisoners. 
The women tried 
to get permission to sing in the jail 
vard, but were again refused. 
Final- 
ly they left without Ringing at all. the 
jailer and assistants

London Times con- 
taining deliberate malicious falsehoods 
of an anti-Semetic nature. Shortly af- 
ter the outbreak of tho revolution such 
a dispatch was 
published broadcast 
charging Russian Jews with disloyalty 
to the revolution. This statement of 
the Petrograd correspondent of 
the 
London Times was branded as a vici.nu' 
fabrication and "was denounced 
(0c 
Russia. 
•'Yesterday a number of American 
newspapers have published another of 
these cables from the P*M^grad cor- 
respondent of the Londun Times con- 
taining new falsehoods concerning the 
Jews of Russia and directed against 
the new Russia. 
The Petrograd cor- 
respondent of the London Times writes: 
" 'The indisputable fact that the 
Russian press is largely dominated by 
alien Influences has had an important 
bearing upon the course of the revo- 
lution. It is not an exaggeration to 
say that two-thirds of the newspapers 
and probably fourth-fifths of the edi- 
tors are of the Jewish race.' 
"This 
statement 
is unquestionably 
made up of malicious untruths, lean- 
not believe that the correspondent's 
ignorance of the facts is really at fault. 
"I was in Russia during July and Au- 
gust last summer. I studied the press 
of Russia—not through interpreters— 
and I can state that fully nine-tenths 
of the newspapers controlled or edited 
by Jews are supporting- the provision- 
al government vigorously and whole- 
heartedlv. 
The few extreme radicals 
of Jewish descent have 
never been 


identified with Jewish life and ideals, 
and have been repudiated by the Jew- 
ish people of Russia. 
"Premier Alexander 
Kerensky has 
said that of all the nationalities in 
Russia the Jews are the most loyal 
to the new Russia and to the provi- 
sional government which stands for 
law and order."

CLEANED BY MOTHER'S 


FINGER 


Until a child is old enough to use a 


toothbrush himself, the mother should 
wash his teeth every day. 


As early as possible, however, the 


child should learn to care for his own 
teeth. Children should be taught that 
it is of special importance to wash 
the teeth and mouth after eating nuts, 
or any sweet, sticky, or pasty food. 
The teeth should be carefully cleaned 
at bedtime, since the fermentation of 
food particles left in the mouth, which 
leads to the decay of the teeth proceeds 
more rapidly at night, when the mouth 
is still. 
The child should be taught to brush 
the teeth from the gum downward or 
upward toward the 
cutting 
edge. 
When the teeth are brushed crosswise, 
the tendency is to brush whatever is 
on them into the cracks and crevices of 
the gums. 
The inner surface of the teeth should 
be brushed up and down and the grind- 
ing surfaces should be scrubbed in all 
directions. After the scrubbing is fin- 
ished the mouth should be thoroughly 
rinsed with warm water. 
Some hard food like a stalk of cel- 
ery or a part of a ripe juicy apple eat- 
en at the end of a meal scours the 
surface of the teeth and leaves a fresh, 
clean taste in the mouth. 
Children should be taken regularly 
to a good dentist once or twice a 
year after the first set of teeth is 
complete.

From the evidence submitted, I find 
that on the night in question while 
Patrolman Drewttt was sending in a 
duty call at a box in Market street, 
his attention was attracted by 
loud 


talk and noise that indicated a dis- 
turbance or tight, emanating from the 
premises at 429 Market street. 
He 


hastened to the scene of the supposed 
disturbance and upon entering found 
assembled some ten men, more or less 
excited, some of whom were gathered 
around the two complainants who were 
facing each other, employing loud lan- 
guage and io pugnacious attitudes. Hav- 
ing no knowledge of what might pre- 
viously have taken place, but sizing up 
the situation at a glance and/ assum- 
ing that a fight was on, he rushed be-r 
tween the two young men responsible 
for the disturbance and in pushing 
them away from each other used such 
force as to knock each of them down. 


Both complainants 
and 
defendant 
agree that there was loud and light- 
provoking talk, while both complain- 
ants and the defendant agree that no 
ill-will existed between them prior to 
that time. 
It would appear, therefore, that the 


officer having heard the uproar, lost 
no time in getting to the scene and 
with no knowledge of what had pre- 
viously occurred within the pool room, 
assumed that a fight had started or 
was about to start and proceeded to 
quell it, using such force as is usu- 
ally required in such cases, without 
stopping" to investigate before 
pro- 


ceeding to act, considering: himself in 
the full and proper performance of his 
dury. 


It was subsequently learned that the 


trouble was not of such a nature as 
to have required force to stop it, but 
at the time of its occurrence, the offi- 
cer, 
hearing the talk and finding sev- 
eral excited men gathered around two 
who were in a belligerent attitude and 
having no previous knowledge of its 
real nature, performed his duty as he 
saw it. 
I am satisfied that Patrolman Drew- 


ett used unnecessary force on this oc- 
casion, but the circumstances were 
such that I cannot find sufficient cause 
to inflict punishment upon him.

Though only hinted at in Secretary 
Lansing's statement, it is know.n that 
the Germans had calculated to weaken 
the American campaign against Ger- 
many in Europe by obliging the Wash- 
ington government to keep at home 
a. large section of the United States 
army and to maintain in Pacific wa- 
ters a numerous American naval fleet 
to guard against an invasion from Jap- 
an. Now it is believed that the Uni- 
ted • States not only can deal with its 
prosecution of the war \vith a freer 
hand but that Japan 
will be able- 
greatly to augment the efforts she has 
been making.
